THE PHILIPPINE SITUATION.

"Vicews of an Army Oficer Expressed

. ina hl‘-lr.

The following léuer. from s high regu-
lar army officer stationed at Iloilo, Phil-
ippine Jslands, dated June 28, has been re-
veived by & War Department officlal:

*I see no difference in health conditions
bere and in the United States. The men
in the regiment have been healthier than
at bome. Where they took the same ren-
sonable precautions as they would in
Georgia there would bg no difference
Compoigning Is awfully bard in the sun
an account of lack of water and difficulty
of fighting one's way through the grass,
bushes, and bamboo. I know of uo dis-
eases that we need fear which are indigl-
naus to the islands except smallpox. Good
food i bard lo get. We have had no beet
or mutton here for twenty days; vegeta-
bles, there are none; fsh are falrly abun-
dant but high, There is no fruit other
than cocounuts, This, of cou.se, being
largely due to our being in a state of
seigu.

“As to the military situation, the views
of all the officers 1 have met both here and
on Luzon, except thuse doing office duty
in Manila, are directly oppesed to the
newspaper reports with almost every re-
Spect. From what one sees in the papers
the white dove of peace I8 always just
about to light on the land, To the #abt-
ing man, however, it (s not apparent. As
a matter of fuct, we hold nothing in these
izlandg but what we stand upon. Our pos-
sesslons are not to be counted by prov-
inces, lslands, or square miles, but actu-
ally by acres, No one cun go anywhere
oulside of our éntrenchments without great
dunger. The lipes arpund Maolis, when 1
jeft, May 30, were only three milea out.
Rifle bullets from the lusurgents actually
went through the bouses in Malate section
af the city. Daily and hourly the firing
frotn the trenches could be beard in the
eity. To the north we were holding the
rallroad line and a few detnched posts; to
the easl the line of the Pasig River. We
hold Hnes and Hoes only, not areas.  Bor-
dering every otie of these lines are msur-
gunt trenches and plenty of armed men, and
so close sre they that the duty is very
Sand., One night off duty 1s ag much as a
man can expect.

“The native Is pot aggressive, but no
use out bere calls him a coward. He will
rot stand a charge, even when In earth-
works, but he does o powerful smount of
dampge first and last betore he quits. Then
he simply falls back and goes to work dig-
ging sgain. The moment we leave a plece
of ground it is theirs, for they swarm back
upon it It Is true tbat we can with a
ibousand or two thousand men go whers
we 'wish, no great foree will oppose us.
Every town and village will wave with
flags for the time being, but when
we bave passed, the waters roll o behind
and it 15 ax if we had never bean there.

NO FILIPINOS ON THE WARREN.
Oiicinl Report of Recent Troubles
on the Transport.

Colonel Bird, the Assistant Quartermas-
ter General, denled today that the erew of
the Warren, recently arived from Manila,
was compoeed of Filipinos because of trou-
hie with s crew, several of which de-
serted while the vessel was at Magila. The
War Department, on learning of the state-
ments made about the trouble on the War-
ren, telegrapbed Major Long at San Fran-
ciseo to report the correct clreumstances.,

His report is as follows:

“Reference your telegram yesterday re-
garding  tronble with Warren's crew.
Transport guartermaster states that on
Juiy b tweniy-one conl passers and firemen
refused to go to work umless one of thelr
number who was confined for drunken-
ness and desertlon was released from the
brig. They were arrested and taken ashore
and tried before a superlor court nt Ma-
nila, punishment awanded from three to
ten months in peoitentiary. They were
replaced by another crew of experienced
firemen which were shipped the same day.
Thee lutter were dlscharged soldiers. No
Filipinos wre shipped as part of the crew
of the Warren."

Plague Cpsesxs in Hoshire,

Vice Consul General Tyler writes to the
State Department from Teheran, June 22,
1859, that, according to reports from Brit-
ish medical officers, three or four cases
of the plague bave occurred at Bushire.
The authorities in Bushire have endeavor-
ed to conecal the outbreak. Mr. Tyler adds:
“The great heat and the dryness of the
atmosphere which at the present time pre-
vail In most parts of the country will
probably prevent its transmission inland
to any great extent, if not extinguizh it al-
together, My own observations incline me
to the opinion that altiiudes above & ce 1ain
elevation are a considerahle protection
against the inroads of this disease. The
present is the season for collecting the
dates, which grow 50 or 100 miles from
Bushire and which are exporied largely
from that port io many parts of the world,
some, I believe, being-sent to the United
Sintes.”

The United States Fish Commission
staamer Albatross fs expocted to sall from
San Prancisco today on a tour of deep-sca
Investigation of the Pacific Ocean, The
tour will ‘lnclude visits to the Socloty 1sl.
ands, the Friendly Isiands, the Fijl Islands
and other groups, both north and south aof
the equator. The itinerary will cove a dis-
tance of nearly 200000 miles, terminating at
Yokohamna. In April, 1800,

The principanl mission of the Albuatross
will be deep-sem dredgiog, trawling, and
sounding, although many other experiments
will be made and much attentlon paid to
the collection of fauna in the isiands touch.
ed at. It is anticipated that both the dredge
and the beam trawl will be heuled in deeper
water thon ever before. A new beam trawl
of extrnordinary size will be one of the
features of collecting apparatus. The mouth
of the trawl {5 twice ps large as anyone
heretofore constructed.

It is said by the Fish Commission this
will be the most lmportant marine exped|-
tion on which It ever embarked, and will
vleld the most valuable scientific results
The sclentific work will be under charge of
Prof. Alexander Agassiz, with an able staft
aof assistants.  The waters 1o be visited are
comparalively upexplored, and It ix be-
fleved more Interesting and much larger
specimeng of decp-sea life will be taken
than {n any former ¢xpedition, The Presi-
